American ports by the submarine 
menace, and with the administra- 
tion still awaiting an “overt act” by 
Germany, President Wilson faces to- 
night the most serious dilemma 
since the severance of diplomatic re 
lations with Berlin. 

American shipowners are clamor- 
ing more vociferously than ever for 
protection of their vessels and car- 
goes on the high seas, and contend- 
ing that it is the duty of the gov- 
ernment to furnish such protection, 
either in the shape of defensive guns 
for merchantmen or naval convoys. 

President Wilson has not formally 
authorized the Navy Department to 
furnish American ships with guns. 
But such authorization is momen- 
tarily expected, and the Navy De- 
partment is getting gun complements 
on the St. Louls and other 
ger ships for the American line, as 
well as upon such other American 
merchantmen as may ask for pro- 
tection. 

PRESIDENT SEES DANGER. 

The President is reluctant to fur- 
nish guns for American merchant- 
imen for he fears that Germany 


A gun is N useless to a 
merchantman unless fires first at 
a submarine approaching, whether 
with or without hostile intent. The 
dangers of such situations the Presi- 
dent regards as extremely grave. 

According to some of his closest 
advisers the President will authorize 
the arming of merchantmen either 
when Germany sinks an American 
ship without warning or the Ameri- 
can public clearly demands such 
protective measures. 

One reason that the President is 
loath to yield to the clamors of the 
shipowners is that no American ves- 
sel has been sunk without warning 
‘since Germany proclaimed resump- 
tion of ruthless submarine warfare. 


DETENTION CAMPS PLANNED. 


The War Department has tenta- 
tive plans for the construction in the 
United States of probably four alien 
detention camps to be used in time 
of war. 

The site tentatively selected for one 
of these camps is Fort Sheridan, III. 

These camps would be used pri- 
marily for the detention of unde- 
sirable aliené of all nationalities, but 
probably chiefly persons of Teuton- 
le citizenship, in the event that the 
United States should go to war with 
Germany. The plans contemplate 
the erection of internment camps on 
auch a scale that many thousands of 
persons could be accommodated. 

The government has no present in- 
tention of interning in event of war 
all German, Austrian, Bulgarian or 


Turkish citizens now in the United 
States. 
The treaties which the United 


States has with Prussia, formulated 
in 1799 and 1828, definitely provide 
that nationals of either belligerent 
in time of war shall have nine 
months in which to close their fiscal 
affairs and leave the country. How- 
ever, certain sections of these trea- 
ties have been denounced by the 
United States, although there are 
some legal opinions to the effect that 
the treaties are still in effect.

High Cost of Paper Delays 
New Eighth Reader.

SACRAMENTO, Feb. 14. — Free 
text-books to the total number of 
127,590 were distributed to public 
school pupils in all portions of the 
State during January, according to 
figures given out today by William 
W. Dyas, book-keeper in office of 
the State Superintendent of Public 
Instruction Edward Hyatt, who is in 
charge of the text-book shipments. 
This was the largest shipment of 
books to be made in any one month 
since January, 1914, when 129,000 
text-books were distributed. The 
texts distributed this year included 
all subjects and went to pupils of all 
grades, states 

Because of the high cost of paper 
and increased cost of other mate- 
rials, the State Board of Education 
has decided to forego its plan for 
the publication of an eighth grade 
reader at this time. The board feels 
that by indefinitely delaying the pub- 
lication of the new book, they can 
save thousands of dollars. At the 
present time there is no eighth grade 


schools. As there never has been 
one, the decision not te print the 
book at this time will not work any 
hardship on the students. The new 
fourth-grade reader is expected to 
be ready by July 1.

S FOR RAISING THE PRICE OF 
LEGISLATORS, 

When Senator Brown spoke before the 
Women's City Club on Monday, explaining 
certain hills to come before the Jegisiature, 
he did fail to explicitly convey the im- 
pression that the majority of our State 
legislators were not worth their salt. His 
merry descriptive account of the way bills 
are run through the legislative machine 
was at once illuminating and discouraging. 
Yet he feels that we ought to pay our leg- 
islators more. What can we expect for 
$3000 a year? Naturally, if an employee is 
hopelessly inefficient and conscienceless at 
$3000 a year, the simple act of promoting 
him to $5000 a year will redeem his soul. 
In an ordinary bcsiness the employee usual- 
ly has to prove himself able and efficient 
on the pay he is getting before we give him 
a rise. But in politics we must not expect 
intelligence and consciences and loyalty, 
not even a good character, unless we raise 
the value of the bait. 

The argument lacked logic. There was 
no applause, but a disconcerting silence in 
the club. ere were many who felt that 
we were already paying men controversially 
worth, say, $100 a month nearly three times 
over for doubtful value received—on the 
Senator's own evidence. The only real ef- 
fect of the intimate little account of the 
daily labor of our legislators, whom the 
Senator depicted as being quite unable to 
cope with the mass of legislative matter 
before them, was that We need twice as 
many representatives with twice as much 
conscientious integrity, on half as much 
pay and considerably fewer legislative meas- 
ures for them to-work upon. 

Doubtless if a better grade of intellectual 
attainment offered itself for office and 
proved its industry, loyalty, wisdom and 
integrity, we should feel stirrings of en- 
thusiasm about raising its pay, but at pres- 
ent we can't help believing that something 
is being put over on us, especially when 
one of their number gives us a peep be 
hind the scenes.

Lord Shaughnessy, president of the Ca- 
nadian Pacific Railway, has a “back-to-the-

It will make 3,000,000 
acres of farm lands available for settlers. 
Lord Shaughnessy has secured 190,000 acres 
of this land, which is to be divided into 
1000 farms of 100 acres each. On each 100 
acres a soldier settler will be given a com- 
fortable house of four or five rooms, a barn 
large enough to house eight or ten head 
of stock, a well all dug with a pump in- 
stalled, wire fences stretched and in place, 
and land ready for cultivation.

This plan represents the ex- 
penditure of $3,500,000 for preparations 
alone. It means the building of 1000 houses 
and 1000 barns, 1300 miles of fence, digging 
1000 wells and getting some 50,090 acres of 
land under cultivation. It ts estimated that 
20,000,000 feet of lumber will be required 
for the buildings.

Perhaps it will be the 
nucleus of a future metropolis. Some will 
be located in districts already thickly set- 
tled: others will be in more isolated sec 
tions.
